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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The RCE and amendment, filed 03/24/08 has being acknowledged and entered. 
By this amendment, claims 92-96 and 98-105 are pending in the application. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings, filed on 04/14/04, are accepted. 

Specification 

3. Applicants' cooperation is requested in correcting any errors of which applicants 
may become aware in the specification. 

Reasons for Allowance 

4. Claims 92-96 and 98-1 05 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to disclose or reasonably suggest all the limitations 
recited in claim 92. Specifically, the prior art of record fails to disclose an apparatus 
comprising a first compensator compensating wavelength dispersion, the first 
compensator having a constant wavelength dispersion characteristic over a plurality of 
wavelengths; and a second compensator compensating wavelength dispersion after 
wavelength dispersion is compensated by the first compensator, wherein the first and 
second compensators together compensate for wavelength dispersion dependent on a 
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respective wavelength of a transmission line, wherein the first compensator is a virtually 
imaged phased array (VI PA) dispersion compensator. 
Claims 93-96 depend from claim 92. 

The prior art of record also fails to disclose or reasonably suggest all the 
limitations recited in claim 98. Specifically, the prior art of record fails to disclose an 
apparatus comprising first means for compensating wavelength dispersion, the first 
means having a constant wavelength dispersion characteristic over a plurality of 
wavelengths; and second means for compensating wavelength dispersion after 
wavelength dispersion is compensated by the first means, wherein the first and second 
means together compensate for wavelength dispersion dependent on a respective 
wavelength of a transmission line, wherein the first means is a virtually imaged phased 
array (VIPA) dispersion compensator. 

Claim 99 depends from claim 98. 

The prior art of record also fails to disclose or reasonably suggest all the 
limitations recited in claim 100. Specifically, the prior art of record fails to disclose an 
apparatus comprising a first compensator compensating for wavelength dispersion, the 
first compensator having a constant wavelength dispersion characteristic over a plurality 
of wavelengths; and a second compensator compensating for dispersion slope over the 
plurality of wavelengths after the compensation by the first compensator. 

Claims 101-105 depend from claim 100.
